Lenden, Dec. 30 — A new outboard engine — one of the largest to 
be made in Britain - will be making its debut at the International Boat 
Show which opens in London on January 4. 

It is a two stroke twin 40 H.P. engine and is being made by a firm 
who are fanous for their jet engine blades, hydraulic pit props and mctor 
car propulsion shafts.
